The four student president/ 
regent candidates answered stu- 
dent questions in a debate held 
Tuesday in the Nebraska Room of 
the Milo Bail Student Center. A 
main problem, according to the 
students, is student involvement 
on campus. 

“I'd like to get people a lot more 
involved on campus,” candidate 
Joe: Elsasser said. “That's the 
thrust of everything we're going 
for.” 

Elsasser joins candidates Jeff 
Leanna, incumbent Will Marunda, 
and former President/Regent Jon 
Shradar. 

In addition this is the first cam- 
paign that features vice president 
candidates. Elsasser's running 
mate is Steve Sladek. Senior 
Adam Wright joins the Marunda 
ticket. Leanna’s running mate is 
Kate Ray. Shradar’s choice for 
vice president is Mike 
Cunningham. 

The ‘first question posed to the 
candidates, which only the presi- 
dent candidates responded, is 
how they will leave their mark on 
UNO and the office. 

Marunda responded by com- 
paring his leadership qualities to 
his fraternity experience. 
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Marunda said. 

He added that he believes in 
being an inspiring leader. 

Shradar responded to the 
question by negating his own lega- 
cy, to that of the students. 

“| want what | do as 
president/regent to have concern 
with what we want for students,” 
Shradar said. “Being a student 
advocate and giving equal! repre- 
sentation to all students.” 

Learina said he didn’t enter the 
race for personal reasons, but that 
he and Ray were looking to 
change students’ experiences at 
UNO. 

“If Kate and | are elected,” 
Leanna said. “For if | make a dif- 
ference in one student's life, it’s a 
success.” 

Elsasser reminded the candi- 
dates and students how important 
the vice presidential position 
means to student senate. 

“The vice president position is

Court Dismisses Campaign 
Grievance Against Marunda

The Student Court dismissed a grievance senior 
class Senator Joel Richter filed Tuesday against 
Student President/Regent Will Marunda, which alleged 
Marunda violated several sections of the student gov- 
ernment election rules by allowing Scott Vilasek, an 
Aviation institute instructor to send campaign literature 
to his student’s e-mail accounts. 

Richter said he received a campaign letter on his e- 
mail account Monday morning from Vlasek. To his 
“utmost surprise” it was a letter from Marunda seeking 
support for re-election. 

Mass e-mails are against campaign rules. 

“| remembered something that this may be a possi- 
ble violation, from my previous time and | just wanted 
to take a look into it further, so | grabbed the election 
rules,” Richter said. 

“| read the e-mail about 10 a.m. and t didn't think 
about it again until 12:30 p.m. From 12:30 to 2 p. m. | 
made the decision that I'm going to file the grievance. 
That when | went straight to the Gateway,” said Richter. 

He said this whole grievance was based on the mat- 
ter of principle and fairness to the other candidates run- 
ning in the election, and this is his first time ever filing 
a grievance. 

Richter is also a friend of Jon Shradar and they both 
belong to the Theta Chi fraternity. Shradar is one of the 
candidates in the race for student president/regent, but 
Richter claims he not a supporter of Shradar. 

Marunda is an Aviation Institute Ambassador and 
Aviation Institute Recipient of NASA Nebraska Space 
Grant. 

“I'm a member of the Aviation institute and | can 
speak to the students in my organization. This is no dif- 


ferent than any other candidate talking to the members 
in their fraternity, sorority or any other student organi- 
zations. This is a common practice,” Marunda said. 

The e-mail letter was sent to distance-learning stu- 
dents only. These are students that are enrolled at 
UNO, but live outside Nebraska. and are taking cours- 
es on-line. 

“It happened that a person that doesn't support me 
feel that they can use this to imply that I'm cheating and 
| haven't,” Marunda said. “This is clearly to show me in 
bad character and I’m not going to play that game.” 

Michaela Schaaf, an associate professor in the 
Aviation Institute said the e-mail was sent to a selected 
group of students who would not otherwise have seen 
the flyers of the candidates here on campus. She also 
said Richter received instructor permission to enroll in 
the distance-learning course. 

“| was not asked by Will Marunda to send the mes- 
sage. | offered to send it and | made it clear to him that 
if any other candidate asks, I'll do the same for them,” 
Viasek said. 

At a Student Senate meeting held Wednesday, 
Chief Justice Katie McWilliam and the student court 
handed down the decision to dismiss Richter's griev- 
ance. 

‘It is the court's opinion that there is a difference 
between mass e-mail going to the entire student body 
compared to sending it to an organization," the deci- 
sion stated. : 

Though the grievance was dismissed, the court did 
issue Marunda a written warning because Viasek sent 
the e-mail. Anyone who campaigns on behalf of a stu- 
dent candidate must be a registered student, said Nate 
Thompson, student organizations advisor.

Twenty-year-old Amy Hanus paced outside, gripping her Kodak - 


disposable camera, praying for a limo to pull up beside her. She 
staked out the place for even a glance or possibility for an autograph 
from the Swedish rock group 
Roxette. 

“lve been a Roxette fan my 
whole life,” Hanus said. “I have 
every single, even all of their 
imports. | cried for days when | 
found out it was a 21-and-over 
show.” 

Hanus may have been too 
young to get into the Music Box 
Sunday night, but a crowd of just 
over 500 was on hand to witness 
Sweet 98 KQKQ's first ever 
Zootopia presentation. The fea- 
tured artist Roxette’s performance 
sounded crisp and left the crowd 
cheering for more, 

Roxette, a duo fronted by 
Marie Fredriksson and Per 
Gessle, first teamed up in 1985, 
and took the United States by 
storm with 1988’s “Look Sharp!" 
which also became Sweden's sec- 
ond best selling album in history. 
Their first number-one single in America came in 1989 with ‘The 
Look.” That same year, “Listen to Your Heart” topped the charts. 
“Dangerous” stalled at number two. 

Perhaps Fredricksson and Gessle’s most well-known tune is “It 
Must Have Been Love” from the box-office smash “Pretty Woman’”’s 
soundtrack. The song went to number one in 1990, one year later 
“Joyride” did the same. “Fading Like a Flower (Everytime You 
Leave)" marked the end of their US dominance in 1991, shoating to 
number two on Billboard. 

Since the early ‘90s, Roxette has found phenomenal success in 
Europe and elsewhere on the globe. In April 2000 the band signed 
with Edel America Records and have released a greatest hits com- 
pilation, “Don’t Bore Us, Get to the Chorus.” 

Sunday night definitely wasn't a bore. 

Introduced as “so popular in Sweden they have their own 
postage stamp,” Roxette took to the stage at 8:30 p.m., after a half- 
hour long ‘80s montage of hits including “Mickey” courtesy of Sweet 
98 disc jockey Jay Towers. 

Joined by four other musicians, Fredrikkson and Gessle opened 
the show with their current single, “Wish | Could Fly.” Fredrikkson's 
voice sounded crisp and too strong to come from such a petite lady. 
It's a mellow song, with solid pop composition.

are “Joyride” and "Wish | Could Fly." 

Like Karlegard, ! thought that all of Roxette were virtuoso musi- 
cians, and looked seasoned to performing. 

Zootopia, according to Sweet 98 radio personality Wayne Coy, 
offered the station a chance to introduce listeners to the new mom- 
ing show, “Moming Zoo.” 

“The timing was good and it was an excuse to throw a good 
party,” Coy said,

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Red-Hot Wright and Co. Face Rival UNC in 
Homecoming Game

While the homecoming candidates circulate their annual propaganda this week, the 
No. 12-ranked UNO football team is preparing to face its chief rival to see who will be 
crowned king of the gridiron in the annual series. 

No. 22 Northem Colorado comes to town boasting a 3-2 overall record, 2-1 in con- 
ference play. UNC is led by first year Head Coach Kay Dalton. 

The series has been tight, with the Mavs holding a slight 17-15 edge dating back to 
1947, Neither team has won a game on the road in this series since 1984. 

Last year's contest had all the feeling of a heavyweight boxing match. The bout had 

- ten lead changes with Harlon Hill Trophy-winner Corte McGutffey tossing the winning 
touchdown with 1:23 to play to knock out the Mavs 43-39. The teams combined for a 
remarkable 855 yards of total offense. The record-setting McGuffey has taken his 
records and his game to the professional level, but did not leave the cupboard ernpty at 
UNC. 

Following his season-ending knee injury on Sept. 9, incumbent quarterback junior 
Mark Passard has given way to junior Jon Boyer. Boyer has completed over 50 percent 
of his throws for almost 240 yards per game, and has tossed for seven touchdowns. 
Sophomore wide receiver George Caroll leads the team in receptions with 21 catches 
for 464 yards and two touchdowns. 

The Bears’ running attack has proven adequate in setling up the pass. It is led up 
front by Street and Smith's preseason All-American senior Ryan Burkholder. Burkholder, 
the squad's left tackle, paves the way for senior running back Wes Daniels. Daniels has

scored three touchdowns and run for 378 yards in three games. 


The Bears are averaging 402.6 total offense yards per contest. The stellar Mav 
defense is allowing just over 232 yards, a stingy 3.9 yards per play. Something will have 


to give. 


The young UNC defense has developed quickly, led by junior linebacker Justin 


Reece (40 tackles, 1.5 sacks, two pass breakups). 


Mav senior tailback Adam Wright tries for his fourth straight 200-yard game against 
a group which allows only 78.2 yards on the ground per game. Wright rushed for 100° 


yards and two touchdowns in Greeley a year ago. 


Junior quarterback Seth Turman retumed to practice this week and, along with con- 
verted wideout sophomore Sam Gutz, will backup redshirt freshman Trey Guidry. 


The Mavs play four of their last six games at home. UNO has won its last 22 regu- 
lar season home games dating back to a one-point loss to Mankato State in 1996,

Maverick Soccer Steamroller 
Headed for South Dakota

After racking up 18 goals in two home matches last 
weekend, the Maverick soccer team hopes to continue its 
dominance against a pair of North Central Conference 
Opponents Saturday and Sunday. 

On this weekend's slate are Augustana and South 
Dakola State, both teams playing in their inaugural season. 
These two teams are a combined 8-13, however, 
Augustana is ranked above UNO in the conference with 3- 
0 NCC record. 

Augustana will host the Mavericks in Sioux Falls, S.D., to 
begin weekend play. The Vikings are one of only two unde- 
feated teams in the conference, the other being Northern 
Colorado. Augustana relies on a pair of forwards for 
offense, junior Megan Gartner (six goals, five assists) and 
freshman Heather Frost (six goals). 

In goal for Head Coach Shelly Nelson is sophomore 
Tanja Aas, who has posted a 4-7 record and a 3.87 goals 
against average. 

South Dakota State shows a 4-6 overall record, 1-2 in 
the NCC. The Jackrabbits host UNO Sunday in Brookings. 
Sophomore Jenny Briggs leads the team in offense with 10 
goals. 

Two different net minders have seen action for South 
Dakota State’s head coach Lang Wedemeyer. Molly Lennon 
has posted a 1.86 GAA, while Nellie Stebbins has a 2.49 
GAA. Stebbins also leads the team in assists with four. 

UNO takes a 9-3 record into this weekend. The Mavs are 
led in offense by Tai Zuckweiler’s seven goals. Zuckweiler 
has scored twice in three different games. Goalkeeper 
Michelle Villaneuva keeps Head Coach Don Klosterman's 
team steady with a 1.14 GAA and four shutouts. 

Two convincing wins over South Dakota (8-1) and 
Morningside (10-1) last weekend earned UNO votes in the 
national rankings, but the team fell short of breaking back 
into the top 25.

The UNO volleyball team stalled at No. 3 in the AVCA 
Division || Coaches poll released Tuesday. After falling to 
No. 7 South Dakota State University and winning against 
No. 2 Augustana College last weekend, the Mavs are tied 
with West Texas A&M. 

UNO (16-1) hosts the No. 10 University of Northern 
Colorado (15-4) Saturday at Sapp Fieldhouse. The first 
serve floats over the net at 6 p.m. 

The Bears are in a three-way tie at the top with UNO 
and North Dakota State, all with a 5-1 North Central 
Conference record. 

Head Coach Linda Delk is in her 25th season with 
UNC. Her leading offensive threat is senior Tia Self. At 5- 
10, Self is a three-time all NCC pick. Delk also mentions 
freshman middle-blocker Erin Deffenbaugh as a top gun. 

Deffenbaugh, a 5-10 Strasburg, CO, native, leads her 
team in hitting percentage (.289), kills (306) and digs 
(252). 

Delk is confident in her young team, which also 
includes freshman setter Linnea Kiilsgaard. Kiilsgaard 
stepped up to the starting position after graduation of 
Michelle Hoffner. The Auburn, Wash., native is averaging 
12.9 assists a game. 

“They are showing a lot of composure for a young 
team,” Delk said. “They fight back at tough situations.” 

So far the Bears biggest challenge has been from the 
Augustana squad. In the end, Augustana came out on top 
in five games. 

Delk kept watch on the results of UNO’s matches ver- 
sus SDSU and Augustana. She was not suprised that 
after SDSU's upset, UNO took control over Augustana. 

“l was not suprised by UNO's win over Augustana,”
